Governor Peabody transacted prn~- 
t leal Iv no business of state while In 
the office of governor.

Pekin. 
He is greatly beloved by the soldiers 
because of his constant solicitude fot 
their welfare. At the battle of Mukder 
General Linevitch was reported Mardi
